A realism at once brutal and fascinat- 
ing pervades the pages of this dark ro- 
mance, and amid the exotic scenes move 
men who are less and more than men— 
mén of monstrous jealousies, of immeas- 
urable meanness, predatory and slimy 
creatures, having fangs filled with poison. 
Violence is an instinct with them. They 
‘prow! the earth; they hunt prey; they 
have the hideous freedom that man eat- 
ing beasts have. Let them be Chinese, 
Swedish, English, Spanish, or any edmix- 
ture of the islands, their souls remain 
mysterious in the way that a jungle its 
mysterious. There seems no simpler 
and more conclusive way of escaping the 
commonplace than by reading the novels 
of Joseph Conrad. Not that one escapes 
it by way of fairylandqulte the reverse. 
But one has fictitious adventures from 
which he emerges with almost a sense of 
personal escape. 
_ In the present instance Mr. Conrad has 
introduced @ woman into Jhis tale; and. 
while she, too, is a creature of errant 
episodes, the author has covered her with 
a cloak of mystic femininity and has, 
at the last, bowed her, not ungraclously, 
into whatever immortality awaits those 
who have done their utmost and been 
true to the death.

Payne Erskine, who began to write only 
a few years ago, now shows five novels to 
her credit, the latest one being “A GIRL 
OF THE BLUE RIDGE ” (Little, Brown 
& Co.). The title informs the reader of 
the locality, and the character of Lury 
Bab, the courageous, whimsical, loyal, 
and fierce mountain girl is the true child 
of Mrs. Erskine's sympathetic imagina- 
tion. Two love stories run through the 
book, one as an actual, living, and ex- 
pectant thing, the other no more than a 
troubled ghost—the revenant of a tragic 
experience—but the dead love exerts such 
an influence over the living one that it all 
but sweeps it into disaster. In this re- 
spect the tale is unusual. To be more 
explicit would be unfair, f irs. Erskine 
writes an old-fashioned sto 4’, in so much 
as she invariably provides a plot, some- 
thing of a mystery, and a great deal of 
what our dramatists denominate “ strug- 
gle.” Her lovers went tortuous ways 
and emerge upon the plateaus of peace 
only after long wandering. 
It is not for these qualities, however. 
so much as because of Mrs. Erskine's in- 
timate knowledge of the mountains and 
the people who live in them that her 
vogue increases year by year. She does 
not indulge in long descriptions as Miss

Field Museum Naturalist

History in New York, 
a former member of the Roosevelt party 
which mapped the River of Doubt after 
traveling through the Amazonian jungle 
in Brazil. The trip was financed by Al- 
fred M. Collins, vic@resident of the Col- 
lins Manufacturing company, and Lee 
Garnett Day of the Bennett-Day com- 
pany, both clubmen and big game hunters 
of New York. Willard Walker of New 
York was a fifth member of the party. 


Left in December. 

The party left in December, 1914, for 
the western coast, landing at Moliendo, 
Peru. The Andes mountains were crossed 
at the highest point in the central ranges, 
by paths over cliffs and river caiions, 
which were in many places washed out 
by an abnorma! downpour in the heaviest 
rainy season in history. The party was 
attacked by vampire bats. _ 

Members of the party took moving pic- 
tures covering 150 miles of territory, 

The party passed the mouth of the 
River of Doubt, where it emptied intothe 
Rio Madeira, on their way to the port 
of Manaos, on Amazon. At Todos San
